100 CARFARE CONTINUED 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 17.— 
The State Public Service Commis- 
sion today authorized the Public 
Service Co., operating the St. Louis 
street car lines, to continue its 
present scale of fares in force until 
May 19. It was established Dec. 
20 for 10 weeks. That period ex- 
pired a week ago, and another 10 
weeks. one week of which’ has 
elasped, is now added to that peri- 
od.

Fitzgerald, accompanied by 
Armstrong and Harry Nelson, 
president of the Street Gar Men’s 
Union, conferred with Col. A. T. 
Perkins, local representative of 
the City Utilities Co... which con- 
trols both the Public Service Co. 
and the People’s Motorbus Co. 

CoL Perkins informed the union 
leaders that no attempt would be 
made to operate busses at present 
and asked for additional time in 
which to study the situation. Fitz- 
gerald and Armstrong dealt witb 
Col. Perkins when he was manager 
for the receiver of the United 
Railways Co., and expressed confi- 
dence in his fairness in dealings 
with employes. 

Street car revenue last Friday, 
the first day of the strike, showed 
an increase of about $3000 over the 
previous Friday. indicating that 
about h&lf the number of persons 
ordinarily carried on busses rode 
street cars. Seventy extra street 
cars have been in service since the 
strike started. 

Although the union is seeking 
only the right to organize and is 
not discussing wages and working 
conditions at present, the current 
issue of the Green Bus-Gram, 
house organ of the Peoples Motor- 
bus Co., carries a front page ar- 
ticle explaining “why we cannot 
pay the street car wage scale.” 

Comparison With Other Cities. 

The article points out that the 
earnings of the company have been 
less than the legal interest rate 
on the investment, as compared 
with earnings varying from-_15 to 
70 per cent through motorbus op- 
eration in New York and Detroit. 
The low earnings here are attribut- 
ed to competition from service 
cars, and the large cost of injury 
and damage claims which, accord- 
ing to the article, cost the com- 
pany about $100,000 a year.

BADLY GORED BY BULL 


Animal Catches Him Off 
Guard During Fight in 
Madrid Arena.

The bull was the first he tackled 
in yesterday’s fighting. He went out 
jauntily to face the animal and 
danced capriciously in front of it 
with his red cape. There was some- 
thing in the temper of the bull that 
alarmed the spectators, and there 
were murmurs that tite American 
had a tough animal to conquer. In 
the midst of the murmurs Franklin 
made a whirling pass at the bull 
with his cape, and turning for an 
instant was caught on the brute’s 
right horn. 

The bull lifted Franklin and 
tossed him about. Finally Frank- 
lin rolled off the horn and fell 
in the arena while others in the 
ring chased the bull to keep it from 
gouging him again. 

He received emergency  treat- 
ment, and was taken to the hos- 
pital, where after coming out from 
under chloroform he complained of 
intense pain. His giuteal region was 
penetrated by the buil’s horn, but 
his physicians pointed out that oth- 
er bull fighters had had such in- 
juries and had lived. 

Several times before his injury 
Franklin told friends that if he 
were ever gored he would at- 
tempt to continue his career in the 
bull ring. Although his injuries 
are of a most disfiguring and seri- 
eus nature, his doctors said that if 
he lived it was possible he would 
be able to fight again. Many Span- 
ish bull fighters today sent mes- 
sages to the hospital expressing 
hope for his recovery. There were 
several messages of sympathy from 
abroad.

{Chase National, Equitable and 
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WORLD'S BIGGEST BANK 
BY PENDING MERGER 


interstate Trust Companies 
Reported in Deal.

NEW YORK, March 17.—It was 
reported in Wall street today tha! 
the negotiations for a merger of 
the Chase National Bank, § the 
Equitable Trust Co., and the I:- 
terstate Trust Co., forming the 
largest bank in the world with to- 
tal resources of more than $2,800,- 
000,000, had been practically com- 
pleted. . 

A formal announcement of the 
plan is expected shortly, probably 
tomorrow, after special meetings 
of the directors of the Chase and 
the Equitable, which will convene 
at 2:30 p. m. The prospect of a 
merger has been one of the chief 
topics of Wall street rumor dur- 
ing the past fortnight... Officers of 
the banks have declined to com-’‘ 
ment, 

It is understood the merger will 
be accomplished by an exchange 
of stock, on the basis of four 
shares of Chase for five of Equita- 
ble, and one of Equitable for two 
and one-half of Interstate. It is 
also understood in Wall street that 
it is planned to make the merged 
institution a national bank under 
the name of Chase National Bank.

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WIEKERSHAM SAYS 
BOARD WON'T END

Wickersham gave these viéws in 
talking to newspaper men wbdo saw 
him during a break in the vuxecu- 
tive session of the judiciary com- 
mittee before which he appeared 
this morning to. discuss the Norris 
resolution proposing an investiga- 
tien of prohibition enforcement. 

He said he was,not ready to 
state to what extent the prohibi- 
tion law could be enforced... He was 
emphatic in declaring that the

Daughters Find Him Dead. 

An hour later the girls returned 
to his room and found him lying 
dead. One hand was stretched to- 
ward an electric button which 
would have summoned his valet. 
His broken reading glasses lay be- 
side him. He was 60 years old. 

Senorita Carmen called her 
brother, Miguel, who is here recup- 
erating from wounds received in a 
duel a few days ago at Pamploni, 
Spain, in defense of his father's 
reputation, and Miguel called the 
family physician, who said death 
had been due to embolism (a blood 
clot) probably occurring as a result 
of the diabetes from which the for- 
mer dictator had long suffered. 

Not far away in the Cafe de 
Paris his arch political enemy, the 
Duke of Alba, now Minister of 
State in the Spanish Cabinet of 
Gen. Damaso Berenguer, sat 
at lunch and wondered when 4 
nearby table, which a waiter had 
told him had been reserved for 
De Rivera, would be occupied. 
When told that De Rivera was 
dead, the Duke called at the Hotel 
Du Pont Royal to pay his respects 
to the man he had opposed in life. 

Planned Trip to Germany. 

Death came to Gen. Primo de 
Rivera on the eve of his departure 
for Weisbaden, Germany, where 
he was to take the cure. He had 
planned a farewell tea for yester- 
day afternoon, to which-his friends 
in Paris, including Marshal Pe- 
tain, had been invited. 

Primo de Rivera was a devout 
Catholic. In accordance with an 
old Spanish custom his body Wwas 
robed in the garments of the or- 
der for which he had expressed 
preference. He wore sandals but 
no hose. His hands grasped a cru- 
cifix. | 

As his two daughters knelt be- 
side the bed, Spanish priests read

Arrived in Paris Alone, 

Gen, Primo de Rivera came to 
Paris shortly after he resigned his 
dictatorship last Jan. 28. He ar- 
rived here alone and unheralded, 
carrying his own suitcase from 
the train at the railway station. 

His resignation as Premier came 
after a long period of unrest over 
the sternness of his regime and in 
the face of growing revolutionary 
feeling. He called upon his Cap- 
tains General and others of the 
military for a vote of confidence, 
and while there was never an offi- 
clal announcement it was under- 
stood they told him he had better 
resign. 

De Rivera, after conferring with. 
King Alfonso, accepted their de- 
cision and turned over the reins of 
Government to Damaso Berenguer, 
whose Ministry in the last few 
weeks has done much to undo the 
acts of the Rivera dictatorship. 

De Rivera, whose wife died years 
ago, Was engaged in 1928 to Senor- 
ita Mercedes Castellanos, member 
of a wealthy family. He broke the 
engagement in June of that year, 
because she had been seen on the 
Madrid Exchange with two men 
buying securities. He termed this 
conduct “incomprehensible.” 


Former Members of De Rivera's 
Cabinet to Meet Body. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, March 17.— All former 
members of Primo de Rivera’s 
Government except Senor Calvoso- 
telo, who is in Paris, have decided 


to meet the General’s body at Irun, 
on the frontier, as it arrives in 
Spain from France. 


King Alfonso sent a letter to 
Primo de Rivera’s son, Jose An- 
tonio, expressing sympathy for the 
family in their bereavement, 


The effect of De Rivera’s death 
upon Spanish poligfal life is un- 
certain. The former Dictator died 
just as the opposition groups, with 
growing emphasis were demanding 
the Berenguer Government to do 
something to “fix the responsibility 
for the dictatorship.’’ Whether any 
future efforts will be made to hold 
the members of his Cabinet respon- 
sible for the repudiated acts and 
policies is not apparent. 


In general, De Rivera’s death is 
expected to have a tranquilizing ef- 
fect on Spanish political quarrels. 

The Cabinet decided to grant 
the full honors of a Captain-Gen- 
eral to De Rivera’s memory dur- 
ing the funeral Wednesday. The 
King will be represented by mem- 
bers of the royal household.

Established Dictatorship After 
Politicians Turned Him Down. 
Forcing himself into control - of 

the Spanish Government, Primo de 


Rivera, Count of Estella, avenged 
obstacles set in the path of his po- 
litical desires, and turned the civil 
government out of office in the 
revolution movement of Septem- 
ber, 1923. 


He broke the Spanish constitu- 
tion and brought into power the 
military dictatorship, putting all 
the political parties hitherto rul- 
ing Spain into the background. 

Until that moment the political 
life of the general had run on mod- 
est lines. 
had occupied the position of sec- 
retary and adjutant to his uncle, 
Field Marshal Fernando Primo de 
Rivera, one of Spain's greatest sol- 
diers. 


Throughout the period of power, 
the dictator displayed notable ener- 
gy. An untiring worker, he de- 
voted himself to every phase of 
administrative work. The develop- 
ment of industry and commerce, 
international relations, labor ques- 
tions, and means of communica- 
tion—all were taken up. 


Some of his schemes were _ re- 
garded as puerile and aroused 
sharp criticism, of which hé was 
extremely sensitive. 

Miguel Primo de Rivera was 
born in Cadiz, Jan. 8, 1870. His 
wife died several years ago, but 
four sons surviye him. It was not 
until 1914 that Gen. de Rivera 
came strongly to public notice. In 
that year he was appointed Mili- 
tary ‘Governor of the camp of 
Gibraltar, The result of a speech 
by him in Sevilla declaring Spain 
should seize the rock of Gibraltar, 
was his immediate dismissal from 
offPe. 


Elected to Senate. 


He was elected Senator by the 
Conservative party, and in the up- 
per house delivered a speech advo.-. 
cating the abandonment of Moroce- 
co. As he was Captatn-Genera! of 
Madrid at the time, he was pun- 
ished by being dismissed from his 
position. 


At the following general elec. 
tion, he lost his seat as Senator. 
He made approaches in 1923 to 
the Count of Romanones, one of 
the most powerful Libera} leaders, 
to obtain for him the nomination 
as Senator for Cadiz, as the Con- 
servatives declined to support him. 
But Romanones refused and Primo 
de Rivera avenged himself the 
same year by declaring the mili« 
tary dictatorship, the movement

Immediately on attaining power 
Primo de Rivera announced his 
intention of making a clean eweep 
of the corruption in the central 
administration, as Well as in the 
provincial af@* municipal govern. 
ments. Pungtionaries who had 
been enjoying the benefits of the 
national pay roll without perform- 
ing any duties were called to ac- 
count and in many cases dismissed, 
The labor elements of the coun« 
try, which for many years had 
been in sharp conflict with the 
employers in a struggle for im- 
proved conditions, recognized the 
futility of continuing strikes and 
consequent disturbances. 


Primo de Rivera’s Military ca- 
reer began at the age of 14, when

Senate Votes Down Duties 
Urged by Oddie, 42 to 
37—Walsh Proposal Also 
Defeated.

WASHINGTON, March 17.— 


After three days of debate, the 
Senate today voted down the pro- 
posal of Sehator Oddie (Rep.), 
Nevada, to give tariff protection 


to hides, leather and .shoes. The 
vote was 42 to 37. Shortly after- 
ward a :proposal of Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, for 
free hides and duties on leathers 
and shoes was turned down, 40 to 
20. Without a record vote the 
previous action by which the Sen- 
ate voted 46 to 28, to keep all the 
commodities on the free list, then 
was concurred in. 

Both the Progressive Republic- 
ans and the Old Guard were split 
on the roll call on the Oddie pro- 
posal, while only seven Democrats 
woted for the proposal. 

Grundy of Pennsylvania voted 
for the amendments; Smoot of 
Utah and Moses of New Hamp- 
shire voted against it. Borah of 
Idaho and Brookhart of Iowa 
voted for it; Norris of Nebraska 
and La Follette of Wisconsin 
against it. The Missouri Senators 
divided. Patterson. favored the 
proposal and Hawes voted against 
it.

Deal Almost Made. 

The original amendment as pro- 
posed by Oddie was considerably al- 
tered by amendments offered for 
the most part by Howell (Rep.) of 
Nebraska. Walsh of Massachusetts 
proposed several amendments last 
week, but these were rejected by 
the Senate. 

The failure of the Oddie proposal 
was laid to the unsuccessful effort 
of the New England Senators rep- 
resenting Eastern shoe-producin 
states, to reach an agreement on 
compensatory ratcs on shoes with 
Western’ Senators from the cattle 
country. 

Fer a while this morning, it 
looked as though a cyal had been 
made over the week-end. For the 
first time, the Senate agreed to 
modification of the Oddie amend- 
ment and approv:d a modification 
offered by Walsh of Massachusetts 
to reduce the proposed tariff on 
goat and kid leather from 17% per 


to the amendment, rointing out 
that this branch of the industry 
was so prosperous that it exported 
five times as much ag it imported. 
The Walsh amendment, however, 
was carried, 43 to 42. 

A similarly close vote—36 to 35— 
carried the Howell < nendment to 
the Oddie amendment reducing the 
proposed rates on side, upper and 
patent leathers from 10 per cent to 
4.8 per cent. Howell also was suc- 
cessful in having the Senate ap- 
prove reductions on upholstery 
leather from 20 per cent, as pro- 
posed by Oddie, to 16,3 per cent; 
and on harness and saddles from 
50 per cent to 35 per cent. 

Compromise Likely. 

Howell also succeeded in get- 
ting approval of a reduction in the 
shoe item of the Oddie amend- 
ment, which called for a specific 
tax of 14 cents a pair, and a 10 
per cent ad valorem duty on al] 
shoes. Howell admitted that the 
women’s shoe industry in New En- 
gland had suffered from European 
competition and proposed a spe- 
cific duty of 8 cents on all shoes, 
plus a 20 per cent ad valorem duty 
on women’s and McKay types. This 
wa scarried, 38 to 37. 

The Oddie amendment in addi- 
tion provided for 4 cents a pound 
tax on green and pickled hides, and 
an 8 cents a pound duty on dried 
hides. The Senate last week re- 
jected amendments to these items. 

The House bill provides for a 
19 per cent tariff on hides, vary- 
‘ing rates on leathers, and a 20 per 
ent compensatory duty on leather 
shoes. The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee retained the 20 per cent 
compensatory duty on shoes and 
increases some of the rates on 
leathers. There is a distinct possi- 
bility that when the tariff bill goes 
to conference, a compromise, with 
somewhat lower 4 ties than those 
egreed on by the House, will be

Alan R. Schumm, 17-year-old 
student, who killed his father and 
wounded his mother, Jan. 5, was 
declared insane by a jury and com- 
mitted to the City Sanitorium by 
Circuit Judge Hamilton today aft- 
er a perfunctory trial under an 
indictment charging first-degree 
murder. 

The verdict, prepared by the 
court clerk, held that Schumm was 
not guilty,” on account of being 
insane at the time of the commis- 
sion of the offense charged and 1s 
insane now.” 

The hearing fellowed the form 
of a trial for first degree murder 
except that there was no disagree- 
ment between counse! and both 
sides recommended an _ insanity 
verdict. Formal instructions were 
given by the court in first and sec- 
ond degree murder in accordance 
with the law. 

Three alienists—Drs. Malicoim L.

Evidence was obtained teday from 
graves that Nancy Bowen, 64- 
year-old Indian, invoked the spirits 
of the warriors to ald her before 
she beat Mrs. Henri Marchand to 
death with a § egaren’ last 
March 6, 

Mrs. Bowen and Jimerson, 
known also as Lilac Jamison, will 
go to trial Thursday for the mur- 
der. Mrs. Bowen admits the kill- 
ing, saying she w led to com- 
mit the crime through ovija board 
m telling her. uniess she 
did, she would be bewitched. Lila 
Jimerson admits providing the 
oulja board messages. Marchand 
was arrested and held in $25,000 
bail as'a material witness when 
affectionate letters from him te 
Lila Jimerson were found. 

Searchers visited the Indian

Denby’s Secretary on Stand, 

Joseph D. Carey, secretary to 
the late Edwin Denby, former Sec- 
retary of the Navy, identified Den- 
by’s signature on papers ordering 
that plans for construction of Pearl 
Harbor -oil storage facilities be 
carried out. 

Doheny’s company got the Pear} 
Harbor coptract and it contained 
a clause giving his concern pref- 
erence to the Elk Hills lease. 

Rear Admiral Luther E. Greg- 
ory, retired, whojwas chief of the 
Bureau of Yards ‘and Docks when 
fhe Pearl Harbor contract wad ex- 
ecuted, said’that plans for the 
plant there were initiated by the 
navy so it could have a full base 
off the Pacific Coast. 

He said officals of the Interor 
Department had nothing to do 
with originating the project or in 
preparing the plans. On cross-ex- 
amination, he testiied that, while 
it was usual for the Navy .Secre- 
tary to be the final officer in all 
such negotiations, that in the 
Pearl Harbor project Fall was the 
deciding officer because of an oOr- 
der made the year previous by 
President Harding. 

Gregory also said there was 
nothing in the Pearl Harbor 
plans or specifications regarding 
the leasing of the Naval Reserve. 
A clause finally inserted in the 
contract resulted in awarding the 
Elk Hills to Doheny’s company.

Forgetting 
the cocktails that are behind, reach out 
for the big brimming beakers of butter- 
milk. 

Let every true-born 
American citizen do his duty. Forward 
on all the bread lines! Let every man in 
every American-made soup kitchen be 
full of soup. Stuff yourselves, Ameri- 
cans! Stuff till the last armed or un- 
armed foe expires! Stuff for your altars 
and your fires! Gorge for your native 
land!

Poles and Overhead Wires.

WAS glad to see those pictures in the 

Post-Dispatch showing how overhead 
trolley wires disfigure a street. St. Louts 
has long stood still. but to have it go 
backward is inconceivable.

to the overcrowding of Federal prisons, At- 

orney-General Mitchell recently said to a congres- 
gional committee: 

During the last 20 years there have been fejur 
statutes passed that bring about the incarcerati#on 
of more prisoners than ahy other laws we have: 
‘The prohibition law, the Harrison antinarcotic 
act, the Dyer automobile law and the Mann 4ct. 
Our prison population has increased tremendaus- 
ly. Our prisons are being ovecrowded more end 
raore. We have had to borrow from the War De- 
partment the disciplinary barracks at Leaven- 
worth and crowd that ful of prisoners. "We 
hagve 1600 prisoners in a reformatory built for 
1200 at Chillicothe, O., and our reformatory for 
wosnen at Alderson, W. Va., is, I understand, 


overcrowded. 


The, Post-Dispatch has often called attention go the 
failure of the antinarcotic law, to which Mr. Hhoover 
ascribes one-third of the inmates of Federal prisons. 
Congressman Dyer has himself proposed repea! of the 
Dyer law, which he says has been so widely sbused 
that it has become an instrument of tyranny. ‘There 
are few™prosecutions under the Mann act, which has 
never segxved any better purpose than occasionally to 
offer itself as a vengeful weapon or means of biack- 
mail. Ncwme of these laws has bettered society. All 
of them have only overcrowded our prisons amd con- 
founded owr courts. They are mills of folly. 

The United States District Court for the Eastern 
District of Missouri has two Judges, Charies B. Faris 
and Charlies B. Davis. Both have recognized that 
such a great number of cases as were instituted in 
1929 can be disposed of only by inducing pleas of 
guilty from the defendants and assessing light pun- 
ishment. The equipment of these comrts is such 
that two Judges can try only 40 criminal cages at 
each term of couwt, of which there are two annually. 
That would make 80 cases that their courts, working 
at top speed, could dispose of in the course of a year. 

Were the defendants in criminal cases disposed to 
eontest the charges made against them or to take 
their chances with juries because they were offered 
nothing in the way of light sentences or leniency in 
return for their pleas of guilty, the machinery of 
the courts would become hopelessly clogged. Either 
that or they would have to be (1) remodeled to 
provide many more Judges or (2) relieved by per- 
mitting commissioners to. accept pleas. Mr. Hoo 
vers Law Enforcement Commission proposed the 
latter and Congress promptly demurred. 

Judge Faris has openly stated on several occa- 
sions that he imposed small fines or light jail sen- 
tences in prohibition cases for the purpose of induc- 
ing pleas of guilty. He recognized the danger to 
the Federal courts immediately the eighteenth 
amendment became effective. He was disposed at 
first to be severe, but as the cases multiplied he 
adopted a policy of lighter sentences. The Jones 
amendment, designed, as its proponents have said, to 
put teeth in the Volstead act and to enforce prohi- 
bition whether the people will or will not, has not 
become operative for the reason that the minute the 
courts begin to bite with these new teeth the de- 
fendants will take their chances with a jury and the 
courts will be mired. 

Several Federal Judges have recognized the addi- 
tional danger of sending to prison under the Jones 
law men who, except for their violation of the eight- 
eenth amendment, have no criminal tendencies. The 
effect is to throw them among hardened criminals 
and thus make more criminals. It is this process of 
making more criminals that accounts for our crowd- 
ed state prisons. Only one State, Delaware, has 
solved this problem. In the others more and more 
prisons are required, and the political world cries 
out against executives like our own Gov. Caulfield, 
who make getting out of prison hard. 

More than one Federal Judge has expressed a con- 
viction that this situation is fraught with the utmost 
danger. Judge Faris has taken occasion to point 
this out to a Federal grand jury. He has several 
times observed, when about to pass sentences on pro- 
hibition violators, that the Jones amendment directs 
trial Judges to distinguish between casual or slight 
violations and persistent or commercial violations of 
the law. He has also commented frequently on the 
fact that only bartenders come to him to be sen- 
tenced under the Jones law, and that the enforcement 
agents seem unable to catch the sort of criminal, the 
big operator, who is sought to be punished by the 
Jones amendment. He said recently in sentencing a 
bartender to nine months in jail instead of sending 
him to the penitentiary that if the man were the 
actual owner of the bar where he offended he would 
be disposed to punish more severely. 

So that not even the Jones law serves to punish 
the dealer. Nor will any law do so when the dealer 
enjoys political protection. It is an unhappy feature 
of this attempt to govern the people without their 
consent. Nor can any commission solve such a prob 
lem as long as these mills of folly continue running. 
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DISARMAMENT AND BACK-SEAT DRIVING. 


Back-seat driving has assumed unexpected propor- 
tions in the matter of naval disarmament among the 
nations. Our own delegation to the London confer- 
ence has been bombarded from the back seat until 


if not almost resentful. 

However, it is not the back-seat drivers who have 
brought the conference to its present pass. The 
mischief has been done by France. France got what 
she wanted, and it took something like 20 other na- 
tions to help her get f. She is not sure she can 
hold what she has without the aid of at least some 
of those nations, and so constantly fishes for allies.

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HOW CUMBERLAND FALLS WAS SAVED. 
Cumberland Falls, a natural phenomenon of great 
beauty in Eastern Kentucky, is to become a State 
park. That is the outcome of a five-year struggle 
between Kentucky conservationists and the Insull 
interests, which sought to destroy the falls by trans- 
forming it into a power development. The Ken- 
tucky-Legislature has just passed over Gov. Samp- 
son’s veto a bill accepting ex-Senator Coleman du 
Pont’s offer to buy the site and present it to the 
State, and the Park Commission is directed without 
delay to condemn the lands needed for the park. 
After the Legislature, harried by the Insull lobby, 
had killed a bill setting aside Cumberland Falls for 
public uses, Mr. du Pont, a former Kentuckian noted 
for his generosity to the State, said he would give 
$230,000 to buy the falls along with 2200 surround- 
ing acres of land. That was in 1927. His offer was 
submitted to the 1923 Legislature, but the Insull lob- 
by was in the saddle and riding hard, and the Legis- 
lature again killed the bill. During this tug of war, 
considerable sentiment was aroused against the pow- 
er grab and the Legislature at last succumbed. 
One of the arguments of the Insull interests was 
that the acceptance of Mr. du Pont’s offer would sac- 
rifice beyond recall a power site worth so much that 
the State might some day be forced to use it as such. 
This argument was met by an amendment giving the 
State authority to create a power development later, 
if desired. Such an isolated State plant is imprac- 
tical and is not contemplated. In the meantime, it 
appears that a neighboring site, Devilskump Dam, 
promising to be more valuable than the proposed 
Cumberland Falls project, is under preliminary sur- 
vey by the power company. A power development at 
Devilskump Dam, since it leaves the falls intact, 
meets no objection whatever. 

Now that the smoke has cleared away, revealing 
the conservationists in complete possession of the 
field, no doubt the Inaullites regret the tenacious and 
bitter fight they made both before the Kentucky Leg- 
islature and the Federal Power Commission. Cum- 
berland Falls was not worth as a power development 
the time and money they spent to retain it, and 
certainly was not worth the loss in public esteem 
that the Insullites incurred by their last-ditch bat- 
tle. It would have been a gallant gesture for them 
to have relinquished their claims to the site as a 
concession to public opinion. Instead they left the 
role of Chevalier Bayard entirely to Mr. du Pont. 

We congratulate Kentucky on its victory and on 
the possession of a generous native son. 
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FIRST AID TO FREUD. 

A report on how various persons induce sleep, just 
published by Dr. Donald A. Laird of Colgate Univer- 
sity, contains a rich store for the Freudians. These 
investigators can learn more about human fears, 
frustrations and repressions by analyzing these men- 
tal sleeping potions than by fitting the dreams of 
their subjects into psychoanalytic symbolism.

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STATES AND NATIONS. 

One of the most common comparisons of the United 
States and Europe points out the advantage of free 
trade between the states over the tariffs which the 
nations of Europe raise against each other’s products. 

Economists ascribe in part to our better system 
the superior fortunes of the United States. When 
M. Briand put forth hig ideal of a union in Europe 
modeled after the union of the states he was applaud- 
ed not alone by those who foresee in such a Europe 
an end to the interminable quarrels of nationalism, 
but also by those who foresee in it an end of tariffs 
which they consider hurtful to the fortunes of all 
the countries of Europe. 

Yet the outstanding characteristic of the present 
session of our Congress is to lift between the states 
the same economic barriers which afflict the na- 
tions of Europe. The cane growing and sugar beet 
states have advanced the tariff on raw sugar to 
two cents @ pound to protect their own sugar indus- 
try, thus adding hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to the sugar bill of the whole country.. The oil, lum- 
ber and wool states are doing the same thing. The 
states which produce coal-tar products also do the 
same thing, nor is there an industry anywhere in 
the country, from Senator Grundy’s Pennsylvania 
manufacturers down to the cement mills of North 
Dakota, that does not do it.

When Justice Sanford Dissented 


Late Judge was labeled conservative, yet he was one of three dissenters from opinion 
denying citizenship to Rosika Schwimmer; present line of cleavage is economic, 
as instanced in utilities valuation; any member likely to be liberal on some 
issues, reactionary on others; primary need for men of high character and judgment.

HE late Justice Sanford was one of the 
T three Justices in the minority when the 

United States Supreme Court denied 
naturalization to Rosika Schwimmer  be- 
cause of her pacifist views on bearing arms. 
The formal dissenting opinion was prepared 
by Justice Holmes and was concurred in 
by Justice Brandeis. Justice Sanford act- 
ed independently, contenting himself with 
merely saying: “I agree, in substance, with 
the views expressed by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals and think its decree should 
be affirmed.” The Court of Appeais had 
decided in favor of Mme. Schwimmer. 

The liberal vote ‘by Justice Sanford in 
the famous Schwimmer case deserves to be 
recalled at this time. In the current com- 
ments on his judicial career, it is common- 
ly stated that he was one of the “conserva- 
tives” of the Supreme Court. Yet he broke 
away from the “conservatives” and acted 
with the “liberals” in a case that attracted 
national attention because of the moral is- 
sue of human rights and privileges in- 
volved. What ig meant by “conservative” 
and “liberal” in the discussion of the day 
with reference to the courts? 

The present line of cleavage in this dis- 
cussion is economics, or, more specifically, 
opinions as to the correct way of valuing 
the property of public service corporations 
for rate-making purposes. The Senate 
speeches agninst the nomination of Mr. 
Hughes for Chief Justice turned almost 
wholly on his alleged views concerning val- 
vation methods: What the opposition to 
Mr. Hughes condemns is the method based 
on reproduction costs. Anyene upholding 
valuation on the reproduction basis is 
classed by them as a “conservative’—a 
friend of the public utility corporations as 
opposed to the public interest. 

+ - . 

Without considering the merits of this 
controversy over the rights of the public 
utilities, the illustration drawn from Jus- 
tice Sanford’s career on the bench shows 
that the meaning’ now being given to “con- 
servatism”™ is too narrow. The Supreme 
Court has many cases of vital importance 
which do not cencern the interests or 
rights of property. A Judge may be as lib- 
éral as Senator Norris.could desire in a 
suit involving the charges fixed by a pub- 
lice service corporation and still be con- 


Judges of the Supreme Court, are conserv- 
ative in certain directions and liberal in 
other directions. This fact holds true of 
people in general who are above the grade 
of morons. Mr. Taft was undoubtedly con- 
servative by nature. He scrupulously guard- 
ed property rights. He upheld = states’ 
rights in the case of the Federal child la- 
bor statute. But in international affairs he 
was progressive and advanced, promoting 
in every way open to him the new ideals 
of international justice and peace. Senator 
Borah, who is classed as a progressive, is a 
narrow-minded, reactionary nationalist as 
compared with Mr. Taft in the tield of in- 
ternational relationships.

It is almost amusing to see the effects 
of the conservative-liberal conflict, in the 
case of the Supreme Court, when the pro- 
hibition issus is raised. Who are conserv- 
atives and who are liberals in that debate? 
The wets claim to be liberal. Many of them 
would very much like to have the bench 
filled with Judges who would make the 
eighteenth amendment itself wet by judicial 
interpretation. 

We have a written Constitution. How 
shall it be construed? Senator Borah. a 
progressive-liberal by reputation, wow 
thunder his condemnation of a Supreme 
Court that so liberally construed the eigh- 
teenth amendment as to make legal a traf- 
fic in beer and wine up to an alcoholic 
content of 10 per cent. On that question 
he would stand with the conservative Mr. 
Taft, who had been an opponent of pre- 
hibition, yet on the bench handed down a 
line of decisions strongly sustaining pro- 
hibition as finally embodied in the Consti- 
tution. 

It is not the simplest thing in the world 
to put on the Supreme Court bench a 100 
per cent liberal or a 100 per cent conserva- 
tive. The conservative, once there, will oc- 
casionally turn liberal and the liberal will 
occasionally turn conservative.

Cauliflower Dishes Fit Into the 
Various Types of Din- 
ner Menus. 


While cauliflower is one of the 
most wholesome vegetables it is 
generally considered a company 
dish served only when company is 
expected or for Sunday dinner. 

As a matter of fact, cauliflower 
like its close relative cabbage, 
should be served frequently in the 
family menus and not set aside for 
those occasions when guests are 


expected. 
This year the cauliflower supply 


must be very plentiful for the price 
of the vegetable seems unusually 
reasonable at all the grocery stores 
and markets, 
While the favorite way to pre- 
pare cauliflower is to serve it with 
@ cream sauce or else with a but- 
ter dressing, the cook book gives 
these other recipes for cauliflower 
dishes. 

Curried Cauliflower. 
Trim the green from the cauli- 
flower and soak in salted water 
to which has been added a little 
vinegar. Soak for about thirty 
minutes, then drain and cook in 
salted water until tender. Break 
into small flowerets and serve with 
the following sauce. 

' Curried Sauce, 
Chop a young onion and cook 
for five minutes in two tablespoons 
of bacon drippings. Then stir in 
a tablespoon and a half of 
browned flour and continue cook- 
ing for a few minutes longer. Add 
slowly a cup of strained stock, half 
a teaspoon of curry powder, salt 
and paprika to taste and a few 
drops of kitchen bouquet. Cook 
over hot water or in double boiler 
until well thickened. 

Fried Cauliflower. 
Boil vegetable in salted water 
for about ten minutes and separate 
the floewerettes. Beat together 
three eggs, one cup milk and two 
tablespoons of olive oil. Add salt 
and pepper to taste and enough 
flour to make a thick batter. Dip 
each piece of cauliflower in the 
batter and fry in butter. 

Caulifiower Pudding. 
Boil or steam a small head of 
cauliflower and when nearly ten- 
der cut in small pieces, drain and 
saute lightly in a little hot butter. 
Make a thin cream sauce of two 
tablespoons of butter, one and one- 
half tablespoons of flour, salt, 
celery galt and paprika to taste 
and one and a half cups of milk.

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CARNERA TONIGH 


ITALIAN GIANT, DESPITE HIS 
64 POUNDS ADVANTAGE, LIKELY 


TO FIND WIGGINS TROUBLESOME 


By W. J. McGoogan. 


Primo Carnera, Italian contender for the world’s heavyweight 
boxing championship, will meet one of America’s toughest battlers 
at The Arena tonight when he faces Charles Frederick “Chuck” Wig- 


gins of Indianapolis. 


Carnera will be seeking his tenth successive 
knockout victory on American soil, while Wiggins will attempt to halt | 


Primo’s triumphal procession through this country. 


Although Carnera will have prac- 
tically every physical advantage 


possible over Wiggins, Chuck’s ex- 
perience, gained during 16 hard 
years in the ring make him appear 
the most formidable ‘opponent 
Primo has yet faced in this country 
and a victory fo: Wiggins on points 
is not beyon. the realm of possibil- 
ity, many fans believe. 

Boxing followers here have 
looked with a degree of suspicion 
on the match. They have seen 
Carnera go through the country 
knocking over men who, according 
to records, were not in his class 
and now the fans want to know how 
it is that he is willing to meet a 
tough opponent like Wiggins in 
this city when the match might 
have proved a greater financial 
success elsewhere. 

Chicago Wanted the Match. 

Mique Malloy, under whose pro- 
motion the bout is being held, as- 
serts that the reasc: the match did 
not go to Chicago is that he was 
unable to engage the Stadium there 
and decided to hold it in The Arena 
here as the only large building 
available. 

Followers of the. game who con- 
sider Wiggins a foul fighter have 
hinted that perhaps Chuck might 
offend tonight; but Wiggins him- 
self says that he is out to show 
that he is Carnera’s master and 
declares that he will be in there 
“fighting his fight.’ 

Taking cognizance of this atti- 
tude on the part of the public here, 
Walter Heisner who is to referee 
the bout, called Eddie Meade, Wig- 
gins’ manager and Leon See, Car- 
nera’s manager, together in a con- 
ference at the Lennox Hotel, yes- 
terday and went over the rules 
with them. 

Heisner stated that he did not 
intend to be too strict tonight and 
that he would permit both men to 
go ahead with their respective 
styles so long as he could do so 
and be consistently fair to the box- 
ers. 

“I will be in there principally 


_Ace Clark Gave Carnera His Hardest 
Fight Since Start of His U. S. Campaign 


As the conversation was in prog- 
ress Carnera came into the room 
and told Heisner (seriously), 
through See, that he ‘had been told 
Wiggins might bite him, and in 
that case he wanted to know what 
he would be permitted to do. 

Heisner replied that if Wiggins 
should bite Carnera,.he would ad- 
vise Primo to knock Chuck's 
teeth ont, which would prevent 
him from biting again. However, 
as both boxers wear rubber gum 
protectors it would be exceedingly 
difficult for either of them to at- 
tempt to make a meal of the other. 

Clarke Lasted Longest. 


Carnera* has won nine battles 
since coming to this country, all 
by knockouts. Ace Clark, Phila- 
delphia Negro, was the only one to 
give the Ittalian Muscle-ini an ar- 
gument and he was able to stay 
six rounds, aside from him all the 
rest passed out of the picture in 
one or two rounds. 

Both men are in splendid phys- 
ical condition. Wiggins, as usual, 
is carrying a slight “watermelon,” 
but this has been the case every 
time he has fought here. He has 
worked conscientiously in a gymna- 
sium here all week trying to fit 
himeelf for a good effort. 

Carnera is in perfect shape. The 
muscles in his huge body stand out 
and this afternoon weighed in at 
271. However, he will have a pull 
over Wiggins of 64 pounds as 
Chuck tipped the beam at 207 
pounds in the commiasion’s office 
at City Hall. 

Although Malloy claims that he 
is spending the huge sum of $18.,- 
000 for this bout, $9000 to each 
fighter, he has not neglected his 
supporting bouts and has lined up 
six interesting preliminaried, 


Schwake Improving. 


One of them scheduled for the 
fifth place on the card is between 
‘Dave Knost and John Schwake, 
the city 
championship. They met once be- 
fore when they were amateurs and 
Knost gained a technical knockout, 
but Schwake has developed a ter- 
“ific punch since that time and 
in his last two outs he has won; in 
one he knocked out Buck Weaver 
in 6 rounds, and Weaver is a pretty 
good boxer; while in the other he 
won on a foul over Tiny Roebuck 
after he had Roebuck on the floor 
for a nine count.
